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SUMMkES" 


Average  tecroeratures  over  most  of  the  country, 
except  for  the  extreme  northern  belt  of  States, 
were  somewhat  below  normal  the  latter  half  of 
January.  Cold  weather  has  not  caused  any  in- 
jury to  bees  or  plants,  however*   In  nearly 
all  sections,  even  including  the  South, 
temperatures  were  not  high  enough  to  permit 
much  bee  flight.  Bees  appear  to  be  wintering 
fairly  well  m  all  sections.   In  parts  of  the 
North  Central  and  Plains  area  bees  have  been 
confined  for  several  weeks  and  a  good  cleans- 
ing flight  would  be  beneficial.  In  some 
sections  of  the  Midwest,  Northeast,  and  South 
where  hives  were  extracted  quite  closely  last 
fell  or  little  surplus  was  produced,  consider- 
able feeding  will  be  necessary. 

Total  snowfall  or  rainfall  for  the  season  to 
date  is  below  average  over  broad  areas  of  the 
country.   Considerable  snow  fell  during  this 
period  in  the  Cascades  end  Sierra  Nevada 
Mountains  and  on  the  Western  Slope  of  the 
Rockies.,   Snowfall  on  the  eastern  slope  of 
the  Rockies,  over  the  entire  plains  .Krea,  and 
much  of  the  North-Central  end  Northeastern 
States  is  still  light  and  unless  considerable 
additional  snow  or  rr in  falls  this  spring 


serious  drought  conditions  may  again  be  ex- 
pected. Heavy  reins  during  late  January  over 
most  of  the  eastern  Gulf  area  from  Louisiana 
to  Florida  greatly  improved  moisture  condi- 
tions. 

Demand  for  honey  continued  good  in  nearly  ell 
sections  of  the  country,  both  locelly  and  in 
large  lots  sought  by  outside  buyers.  Supplies 
are  becoming  increasingly  light.   Many  bee- 
keepers are  sold  out;  others  have  only 
sufficient  to  tt  ke  cere  of  their  local  needso 
While  the  market  is  firm  beekeepers'  sales  of 
extracted  honey  m  large  lots  showed  little 
change  as  compared  with  the  first  half  January. 
Prices  renged  from  lip'  to  I4g^,  mostly  around 
I2j>-14^  on  best  quelity.  Apparently  many 
buyers  during  this  period  were  freely  offering 
14^  per  lb.  for  any  sizable  lots  of  good  white 
clover  honey. 

Demand  for  beeswax  was  good,.   Supplies  were 
becoming  lighter.  Beekeepers'  sales  f.o.b. 
shipping  point  were  reported  mostly  47-49^ 
per  lb.,  with  occasional  lots  rt  50-52^.  Some 
locc 1  sales  renged  as  high  as  55^.  Occasional 
sue  11  lot  sales  or  dark  wax  returned  as  low 
as  42-45^  per  lb. 


INFORMATION  FROM  PRODUCING  AREAS 


Ci_IIORNlA_POINTS:  (Lest  half  of  January) 
Generally  below-normal  temperatures  and 
moderate  precipitation  prevailed  throughout 
the  State  in  this  period,  Rains  in  the  San 
Diego  area  were  especially  generous.   In  Los 
-angeles  during  the  period  January  14-27 
temperatures  ranged  40-51  minimum  and  55-73 
maximums  with  1.76  inches  of  rainfall. 
Moisture  supplies  generally  were  ample  for 
plants  though  late  rains  will  be  needed  for 
major  wild  plants.   Colony  condition  was 
mostly  e round  normal  for  this  time  of  the 
year.   Stores,  however,  are  getting  light  in 
many  instances.   Some  colonies  have  been  fed 
and  others  may  need  feeding;  before  spring 
flowers  become  plentiful.  Bees  of  the  northern 
he  If  of  the  State  were  generally  inactive 
during  the  period.  Those  of  the  southern  half 
worked  to  a  limited  extent  on  such  plants  as 
eucalyptus,  manzanita,  Lustard,  pussy  willow, 
end  filaree  where  they  occur  and  vrhen  the 
weather  permitted,  almonds  axe  expected  to 
start  blooming  eerly  in  February  in  Central 
California.  Relative lv  few  bees  were  moved 
during  the  period,  partly  because  of  the  reins 
and  wet  ground. 

PACIFIC  NORTffi'JEST:  (Lest  half  of  January) 
"Weather  has  been  genera lly  moderate  both^ 
eaist  end  west  of  the  Cascades,  elthough  it 
has  been  too  cold  for  any  bee  activity.  Bees 
are  in  good  condition.   Moisture  is  plentiful 
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in  the  lower  elevations.   Snow  build-up  at 
the  higher  elevations  is  running  a  little 
behind  normal  to  date.  Consumer  demand  is 
reported  slower  in  western  Oregon  with  some 
rete  il  specials  on  fair  quality  honey  at 
prices  which    .  hurt  the  movement  on  top 
quality  honeys. 

INTJiR^DUNTiilN  SECTION:  (Period  Jan.  10-24) 
Col.or.ado_-  Tviuch  of  this  period  had  below 
normal  temperatures  ranging  as  low  as  25 
below  zero  in  the  western  part  of  the  State. 
Plain  and  Vt 1 ley  areas  he.ve  had  little  or  no 
snow.  There  is  some  snow  at  the  higher 
elevations  but  the  snow  pack  to  date  is  far 
below  normal.  Unless  considere.ble  additional 
snow  falls  in  the  mountains  another  dry  year 
seems  inevitable.  Bees  heve  wintered  well 
to  date.  Starvation  can  be  expected  in  some 
yards  which  produced  little  surplus  and 
which  were  not  fed  heevily  in  the  fall. 

Mqnt_n_  -Temperatures  were  consistently  cold

New  York  -  ¥est^rn  and  central  New  York  were 
mooercteTy  cold  during  this  period  with  very 
little  snow  and  no  rein.  Bees  in  this  section 
are  wintering  fairly  well,  although  many 
colonies  are  badly  m  need  of  good  flights. 
In  southeastern  New  York  rather  mild  weather 
has  prevailed  and  bees  he've  had  rather  frequent 
flights.   Consumption  of  stores  in  this  section 
hf  s  been  heavy  md  some  feeding  will  be 
necessary  by  early  spring.   Most  sections  of 
the  State  have  deficiency  of  moisture  and 
unless  heavy  snows  or  good  spring  rains  occur 
honey  plants  will  suffer, 

Verj_n_  —Cold  weather  end  snow  prevailed  dur- 
ing this  period.   Bees  and  legumes  both  appear 
to  be  wintering  well,   Seles  of  honey  continue 
good. 

Pennsylv_r_a_-  In  northern  end  centre  1 
Pennsylvania  this  period  was  cold  with  no  bee 
flights  for  sever.' 1  weeks.  Bees,  however, 
appear  to  be  wintering  fairly  good.   In  south- 
eastern Pennsylvania  temperatures  have  per- 
mitted en  occasional  flight. 

SOUTH  ATLA.NT IC_,  _I)_SOUTH_C_N_P_L_STi  _ES :_ 
(Period  Jan.  I~3  -  27) 
_l_ryland  -  Temperatures  during  this  period 
held  steadily  around  freezing  much  of  the  time. 
Two  or  three  light  snow  flurries  occurred 
over  central  Maryland,  with  a  couple  of  fairly 
good  snowfalls  in  western  Maryland.  Bees  are 
generally  in  good  condition,  although  many 
colonies  went  into  winter  light  in  stores  and 
considerable  early  feeding  may  be  necessary. 
Demand  for  honey  is  good  with  only  occasional 
small  lots  remaining  in  growers'  hands. 

Virg.in_a_-  In  north  central  Virginia  bees  are 
wintering  well  to  date  with  ample  flights  but 
sufficient  steady  cold  weather  to  keep  bees 
quiet  and  conserve  stores.   In  better  yards 
only  supplemental  feeding  appears  necessary 
unless  the  spring  shotild  be  very  unfavorable. 
In  the  mount f  in  areas  moisture  he.s  been  ample 
to  det-,  with  some  snow. 


South.  Carol ina_-  Weather  during  this  period 
was  favorable  for  bees.   Considerable  flight 
was  possible  during  the  early  part,  but  not 
warm  enough  to  induce  unseasonable  activity. 
Broodr.  armg  has  started  in  the  upper  part. 
of  the  State  and  is  well  along  in  the  Coastal 
area.   In  the  Piedmont  area  red  maple  buds 
were  swelling  at  the  end  of  the  period. 
Winter  honeysuckle  will  furnish  pollen  and 
nectar  as  soon  e\s  weather  permits  bees  tc 
work . 

Kentucky.-  In  north  central  Kentucky  the 
weather  was  consistently  cold  during  this 
period  with  more  than  usual  snowfall,   dees 
are  in  n^ed  of  e.   cleansing  flight.  Vegetation 
is  dormant  but  in  excellent  condition  with  nc 
signs  of  heaving  of  legumes. 

Tennessee.  -  Cold  weather  preva  iled  during  this 
period  with  some  r;  in  and  snow  which  greatly 
improved  soil  moisture  conditions.   Pall  end 
winter  croos  are  in  fairly  good  condition. 
Most  colonics  ere  in  good  condition. 

SOUTHE_STE_i_S_i_ES:_  (Period  Jan,  12  -  2G  ) 
Georgia  -  Temperatures  averaged  considerably 
below  normal  during  January,   Rainfall,  on 
the  other  hand,  with  slightly  above  norma le 
although  much  additional  rainfall  will  be 
needed  to  assure  n  good  spring  honey  flow. 
Bees  which  had  sufficient  stores  last  fell 
have  wintered  well-   Maple  and  elder  are 
furnishing  pollen  for  early  broodrearing. 

Florida  -In  north  Florida  bees  are  in  below 
normal  condition  for  this  season  due  tc  the 
dry  summer  end  fall.   Hea^y  feeding  is  being 
carried  on.   In  spite  of  this  fairly  heavy _ 
losses  have  occurred  frcm  starvation  and  will 
likely  continue  until  early  spring  flowers  arv 
available.   Maple  and  iron  wood  are  in  bioem, 
but  the  cold  weather  with  some  rain  has  pre- 
vented bee  flights  and  cold  is  killing  many 
of  these  early  blooms.   In  central  end  south 
Florida  colonies  are  in  only  fair  condition. 
Some  colonies  are  being  fed.  While  honey 
plants  are  in  fair  condition  cool  weather  has 
retarded  their  development  and  prevented  bees 
from  working  such  bloom  as  is  available. 

M_s_s_i_jrp_  -  Weather  conditions  are  about 
normal  with  enough  cold  to  discourage  brood- 
rearing  and  keep  bee  activity  at  a  minimum. 
Pient  and  moisture  conditions  ere  very  favor- 
able with  fairly  heavy  rains  during  this    : 
period  in  some  sections. 

_Gui_iana  -  Heavy  rains  have  greatly  improved 
soil  moisture  end  plant  conditions.  Weather 
has  been  sufficiently  cold  and  damp  bo  prevent 
bee  flights.  Maple,  collards,  mustard,  end 
early  weedsare  in  bloom.   Demand  and  inquiry 
for  package  bees  is  increasing.

Honey  production  in  1954  totaled  217,414,000 
pounds,  3  percent  less  than  in  1953,  and  the 
smallest  crop  since  1948.   Honey  production 
per  colony  was  39.. 8  pounds,  compered  with 
40.6  pounds  in  1953,  49,5  pounds  in  1952  and 
the  1948-52  average  of  42,8  pounds.   In  mid- 
December,  producers  had  about  41  million  pounds 
of  hcney  on  hand  fcr  sale  —  19  percent  of 
total  production.   Thel954  hcney' crop  was  pro- 
duced by  5,467,000  colonies  of  bees  —  1  per- 
cent less  than  in  1953^   Beeswax  production 
totaled  4,031,000  pounds,  compared  with 
4,093,000  pounds  in  1953,  a  decrease  of  2 
percent „ 

Compered  with  1953 j  production  was  down  in  all 
regions  of  the  country  except  the  West  End 
South  Atlantic,  where  it  we  s  up  16  and  4  per- 
cent respectively*  t  Pecree.ses  from  last  year 
were  es  follows-   North  Atlantic,  23  percent; 
Eest  North  Central;  15;  West  North  Central,  13; 
and  South  Centre  1  States,  8  percent. 

The  leading  honey  producing  States  in  1954 
were  California,  mnnesotr  ,  Florida,  Wisconsin, 
Iowt  ,  Id? ho,  Texes,  Ohio,  Illinois  and 
Michigfn,,   These  States  produced  59  percent  of 
the  crop* 


The  average  hcney  production  was  39., 8  pounds 
per  colony,  compared  with  40.6  pounds  in  1953. 
fi  inly  because  of  the  widespread,  drought,  honey 
yields  per  colony  this  ye;r"were  the  lowest 
since  1948.  Yields  were  down  in  ell  regions  of 
the  country  except  the  West  end  South  Atlantic. 
Yield  per  colony  ever<:ged  60.2  pound  in  the 
West  North  Centre  1,  60:0  in  the  West,  36.4 
in  the  last  North  Central,  34.9  in  the  South 
Atlentic,  23.7  in  the  North  Atlantic  end 
19.7  pounds  in  the  South  Centre  1  States* 


Estimated  stock  of  honey  for  s;  le  by 
producers  in  mid- December  totaled  41,056,000 
pounds  —  19  percent  of  production.   Stocks 
as  a  percent  of  production  were:  East  North 
Central-,  31  percent;  West  North  Central.-  24; 
North  Atlantic,  21;  South  Atlantic,  15,  South 
Central,  14;  and  West,  13  percent.   Stocks 
of  honey  included  1,120,459  pounds  under  the 
Government  farm  storage  loans  and  705>750 
pounds  under  Government  purchase  agreements. 

Beekeepers  received  an  average  price  of  17,0 
cents  per  pound  for  all  honey  sold  in  1954, 
including  the  combined  wholesale  and  retail 
sales  of  extracted,  chunk  and  comb  honey. 

This  was  about  3  percent  higher  than  the 
combined  average  price  for  1953  of  16.5  cents. 
These  prices  cover  large  and  smell  apiaries 
owned  by  farmers  and  non- farmers.   Price  in- 
creased were  smell  but  fe irly  general. 
Extracted  honey  in  wholesale  lots,  the 
principal  method  of  sale,  brought  an  average 
price  of  13-2  cents  per  pound,  compered  with 
12.9  cents  m  1953.   Retail  prices  for  ex- 
tracted hcney  averaged  22.5  cents  per  pound, 
six-tenths  of  a  cent  more  than  in  1953 -, 
Prices  received  for  chunk  honey  in  wholesale 
lots  averaged  25.1  cents,  end  at  retail  21,9 
cents  per  pound,  both  four-tenths  of  a  cent 
higrer  then  in  i953.   Prices  received  for 
comb  honey  sold  at  wholesale  in  1954  averaged 
30.2  cents  per  pound,  the  same  as  a.  year 
earlier.   Comb  hcney  at  retail  brought  35 
cents,  one-half  cent  higher  than  in  1953., 
Prices  received  by  beekeepers  for  beeswax  in- 
creased in  all  aree s  during  the  year  and 
averaged  44-1  cents  per  pound  for  sales  in 
1954,  compared  with  41»0  cents  a  year 
earlier. 
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
